REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR 

1886. 

Expenses  incurred  by  the  Board  are  as  follows. 
For  keeping  all  streets  and  alleys  clean,

We  herewith  submit  the  above  report  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

While  the  expenses  have  been  larger  than  in  former  years, 
much  more  work  has  been  accomplished,  compared  with  the 
money  expended.  At  the  beginning  of  winter,  all  filth  and  gar- 
bage had  been  disposed  of,  thereby  considerably  lessening  the 
work  for  the  coming  year.  It  has  needed  the  most  vigilant 
care  and  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the  board,  to  make  the 
inhabitants  understand  the  necessity  of  kee[)ing  the  surrounding 
clean,  and,  to  accomplish  this  result,  the  Board  deemed  it  advi- 
sable to  have  twenty-four  (24)  galvanized  iron  tanks  made,  and 
distributed  in  the  different  alleys,  and  placed  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  street  commissioner,  with  instructions  to  have  them 
properly  cleaned  every  week.  They  are  now  in  his  care,  alrea- 
dy for  use  the  coming  spring,  and  with  proper  care,  will  last 
several  years. 

As  no  swine  are  allowed  to  be  kept  in  the  village,  the  swill 
and  garbage  has  become  a  great  nuisance,  and  how  to  dispose 
of  it  has  been  the  conundrum.  In  former  years  it  has  been  a 
self-paying  operation,  but  this  year  we  have  been  unsuccessful 
in  getting  it  done,  and  have  been  obliged  to  be  to  the  expense 
of  having  it  removed.  We  would  recommend  that  some  differ- 
ent measures  be  taken  in  regard  to  it,  than  in  years  before. 
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Owing  to  tlie  unfinishM  condition  of  the  sewers,  and  the  many 
families  making  connections  Avith  them,  and  no  water  supply  to 
cleanse  them,  we  looked  upon  them  as  a  source  of  great  danger, 
and  have  used  what  means  we  could  in  the  way  of  disinfectants, 
to  prevent  an  epidemic  of  any  kind.  But  in  spite  of  all  pre- 
cautions, diphtheria  broke  out  in  October,  and  during  that  and 
the  following  month  there  were  reported  twenty-five  (25)  cases 
with  eleven  deaths,  besides  six  deaths  from  other  throat  diseases 
(such  as  tonsilitis  and  membranous  croup).  Many  thanks  are 
due  the  local  physicians  for  so  promptly  reporting  cases  coming 
under  their  care  and  observation,  and  giving  us  their  assistance 
in  helping  to  remove  the  disease  from  among  us. 

Malaria,  that  has  been  so  prevalent  for  the  past  few  years, 
has  subsided  at  least  fifty  per  cent. 

Of  typhoid  fever  there  have  been  but  a  very  few  cases. 

The  greatest  mortality  has  been  among  children  under  three 
years  of  age,  caused  greatly  by  neglect,  and  surroundings.  On 
the  whole  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  has  been  greatly 
improved  and  when  the  present  system  of  sewerage  is  completed 
at  Turners  Falls,  and  the  new  water  supply  brought  into  the 
village,  we  shall  see  our  death  rate  greatly  diminished.

The  completion  of  the  sewer  system  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  Town,  will  involve  the  construction  of  about 
23,500  feet  of  additional  sewer  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $32,000. 

Much  of  this,  however,  will  be  unnecessary  for  sevex-al  years 
to  come.  There  are,  however,  two  localities  that  require  at- 
tention at  an  early  day,  viz.  : 

1st.  The  Griswold  property,  on  the  corner  of  Seventh  and 
J  streets,  which  can  be  provided  for  by  building  in  J  street 
from  Seventh  street  to  the  main  sewer,  about  680  feet  of  15 
inch  tile  sewer,   at  a  cost  of  about  $1000. 

2nd.  A  sewer  to  serve  First  street  and  the  lower  part  of 
Second  street.  This  is  the  portion  left  indefinite  in  the  pre- 
vious  report.     The  new  water  system  provided  by  the  Turners 
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Falls  Fire  District  will  remove  the  objection  to  draining  this 
locality  directly  into  the  river,  therefore  your  committee  re- 
commend for  this  section  the  building  of  a  sewer  as  follows  : 

Commencing  on  Avenue  A,  at  a  point  forty  feet  from  the 
corner  of  Second  street,  thence  to  First  street,  230  feet,  8 
inch  tile,  thence  down  First  and  the  old  road  to  Second 
street,  about  1200  feet,  12  inch  tile.  In  Second  Street., 
westerly  of  above  500  feet,  of  20x30  inch  brick.  This 
would  also  receive  the  sewage  from  the  lower  part  of  the 
Ferry  road  when  built ;  this  can  be  built  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  14200. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  both  of  these  sections  be 
built  as  soon  as  possible.  Your  committee  would  also 
recommend  that  some  reorulation  be  made  reofardino-  the 
connection  of  private  drains  with  the  sewer,  an  improper 
connection  may  be  very  injurious  to  the  health,  not  only  of 
the  particular  family  connected,  but  of  others  in  the  vicin- 
ity. It  would  seem  highly  proper  to  place  this  matter  in 
charge  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

We  found  it  neccessary  in  order  to  carry  our  main  sewer 
from  Ninth  Street  to  the  river  to  enter  into  certain  agree- 
ments with  the  Turners  Falls  Company  and  the  Turners 
Falls  Paper  Company,  which  amply  secure  the  rights  of  the 
town.  This  we  have  done  under  the  authority  given  us  by 
the  town  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  too  early  yet  to  pass  judgment  on  the  success  of  that 
portion  of  the  system  already  built.  In  the  absence  of  an  ade- 
quate water  supply,  it  is  to  be  expected,  that  there  should  be 
more  or  less  odor  from  the  man-holes  and  catch-basins.  Thus 
far  the  system  has  worked  fully  as  well  as  we  expected.  It  is 
very  important  that  the  sewers  should  be  flushed  frequently 
and  thoroughly.  Undoubtedly  an  arrangement  can  be  made 
with  the  Turners  Falls  Fire  District,  to  make  suitable  connec- 
tion with  their  water-works,  and  furnish  water  for  that  purpose, 
and  the  selectmen  should  be  authorized  to  make  the  proper 
contracts.
